association, in which the city is a predominant partner, is presented here- 
with.

THE city of Edmonton includes among its numerous other activities that of 


promoting the interests of the annual agricultural exhibitions which 
take place on the spacious grounds provided by the city for the purpose. 
Those in charge of city affairs during the past few years have decided, and 
rightly decided, that as there is tributary to the city of Edmonton an area of 


the finest agricultural and mixed farming land to be found anywhere, it was 
the bounden duty of the city authorities not only to encourage the cultivation 
of that land by every means within their power, but also, by the aid of annual 
exhibitions, to seek to provide incentives for better farming methods and the 
breeding of farm stock, so that the result would be an inerease of settlement 
and the greater production of farm produce in a measure more worthy of the 
great commercial possibilities of the district, The exhibitions that have 
taken place annually with this end in view have not been held without pledg- 


ing the city’s credit to a very considerable extent, and it is the purpose of this 
article to show just how much the exhibition has cost the city in the past, and 
what liability the city is carrying at the present time, 

The exhibition was formerly held on Ross Flats. In the spring of 1909 it 


was found that the buildings were too small and the grounds too circumscribed 
for the purpose, and in 1910 the exhibition was accordingly held on the present 
site, comprising 147 acres of land (90 acres enclosed), which was acquired by 
the city in 1906 at a cost of $27,100, and which is now ¢ sted to the accom- 
modation of the association's enterprises. These grounds ated to be the 
best of the kind in the Dominion, 1 ensive improvements have been carried

out, including the erection of a show pavilion, manufacturers’

At Friday night’s meeting, Mr. 
Joseph A. Clarke, present or 
prospective mayoral candidate, 
took some pride in the fact that 
he was considered as a ‘‘menace”’ 
to such an extent as to cause the 
entry of Mayor Henry into the 
field.

The first business of all Govern- 
ment is the maintenance of the 
rights and liberties of the people. 
In the case of civie government 
the protection of life and property 
and the énforcementof regulations 
to increase the conveniences and 
preserve the decencies of life are 
its first and most essential duty. 
liaws and regulations do not en- 
force themselves. To have effect 
they must be imposed by diree- 
tion and restriction, supported by 
active and adequate foree, This 
is the work of the city police. 
It is not pleasant work in itself— 
but the less pleasant the more 
necessary. So far as the present 
civic campaign has progressed it 
would appear that the popu- 
larity of the Chief of Police 
is to be made an issue. If 
that is the case there may as well 
be a line-up on it without delay. 
Chief Hill took office in Edmon- 
ton in the summer of 1914, after 
the investigation by Mr. Justice 
Scott. What the condition of the 
city was then, so far as the rights 
of life and property or the con- 
veniences and decencies of life 
were concerned, will be found set 
out in Judge Scott’s report, and 
need not be further enlarged upon. 
After two and a half years’ ad- 
ministration of police affairs un- 
der Chief Hill—and, indeed, as 
soon as a council in sympathy with 
the idea of a clean city had been 
installed—conditions were radical- 
Jy changed, and today no city of 
equal size in Canada has a better 
police record than Edmonton. 
This change did not come about by 
accident. It is the result of in- 
telligent and energetie action on 
the part of the Chief of Police and 
the force under him, backed in due 
eourse by the mayor and council, 
In the discharge of his duty, Chief 
Hill has had to meet much opposi- 
tion and many difficulties. He 
tas been subject to persistent at- 
teck in every form.

Mditor, Bulletin. 
Sir: As a member of the 101tst Fus- 
iliers I am interested in the discus- 


sion in the public press and the law 
courts on the volunteers’ protection 
aci. The fact that the judges have 
ruled that the act protects members 
of the militia units, both active and 
reserve, is bringing odium upon those 
units and hindering the recruiting into 
them of self-respecting men who are 
not seeking special favors for inade- 
quate consideration, 

To me it seems ridiculous that spe- 
cial protection against creditors 
should be provided for militiamen not 
on active service, They are in a posi- 
tion to pay their way as much as any 
citizens other than those enlisted for 
overseas service, They have not given 
up their civil employment and means 
of livelihood in order to enlist for 
home defense. It should be time en- 
ough for them to receive the protec- 
tion of the act when, if ever, they are 
called into active service, :

VALIDITY OF TRANSFERS, 
Editor Bulletin: 

Sir——In order to more fully answer 
the questions regarding the validity of 
a transfer which appeared in your is- 
sue of the 15th inst., under the head 


of “legal enquiries," the following 
may be of use, 

To say that a transfer of real es- 
tate never becomes invalid,’ and is 
not affected by the decease of the 
transferor, may not be exactly un- 


true, yet failure to register a transfes 
as soon as received is very frequently 
the cause of a great deal of trouble 
and expense when registration of the 
transfer is finally desired 

All encumbrances which are on the 


certificate of title, and all writs of 
execution filed against the transfer- 
ors or registered owner's lands and 


the lands of the transferee, will stand 
against the title when the transfer! 
is registered. The registrar may not 
register ut isfer after the decease of 
the transferor without a certificate 
of authority issued by the government 
As it would appear that the saving 
of the registration fees is generally 
the reason for delaying the registra 
tion of a transfe it should be borne
